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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art 
lone or in combination was found to suggest or disclose the claimed telomerization of an 
acyclic olefin having at least two conjugated double bonds with at least one nucleophile 
in the presence of one or more metal-carbene complex catalyst comprising metals of 
groups 8 to 1 0 of the Periodic Table of Elements. The only outstanding rejection based 
on the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting is obviated by 
submission of a terminal disclaimer as noted above.
